Back in June, the Scanner 
carried a press relese from 
Norm Manning, Hydro’s public 
relations officer in this area, in 
which Mr. Manning said that 2,4- 
D does not contain dioxin...but 


then went on to say that ‘there 
appear to be some doubts about 
2.4-D too ...the U.S. Environ- 
mental Protection Agency 
announced recently that 
manufacturers of 2.4-D will be 
required to perform additional 
tests on it, meant to show with 
more certainty that it is safe.’ 


We have now received 
confirmation from Agriculture 
Minister Eugene Whelan that 
tests conducted by scientists in 
Agriculture Canada’s Food 
Production and Inspection 
Branch have found that some 
24,-D products DO contain

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Agriculture Canada scientists is 
toxic, and, if so, how 
toxic?...whether the 2,4-D used 
by Hyro for spraying this year 
was one of the samples tested 
and found to contain...or not 
contain...dioxin, we don't know. 


Neither does Terry Johnston, 
transmission lines and 
environmental superintendent 
with Hydro’s division in 
Belleville. Mr. Johnston 
happened to be in Ottawa 
yesterday, where he could get 
the latest information from 
Canada Agriculture. The 
Scanner questioned him by 
phone. 


‘The word dioxin scares 
people,’ he said. But he pointed 
out that dioxin was something 
like spiders...‘There are a great 
many kinds of spiders but not all 
of them are poisonous,’ he said. 
‘There are anumber of different 
dioxins too. Some are very toxic 
like the dioxin in the herbicide 
2,4,5-T (which Hydro did not use 
this year), others not.’ 


We questioned Mr. Manning 
back in June as to why Hydro 
had to do ANY spraying...why 
not cut the brush? He replied 
that it would cost many times 
more than the $4.5 million a year 
now spent on weed and brush 
control using herbicides and (if 
you can still laugh), ‘cutting also 
carries with it the obvious 
physical hazards in the use of 
chainsaws, axes and brush- 
hooks’.

Whelan announced that tests 
conducted by Agriculture 
Canada have identified 
previously unrecognized 
contaminants in some samples 
of the herbicide 2,4-D. 


Scientists in Agriculture 
Canada’s Food Produciton and 
Inspection Branch, using state- 
of-the-art technology, have 
found that some 2,4-D products 
contain dioxin contaminants. 


It has generally been believed 
that 2,4-D products are dioxin- 
free. The majority of world tests 
have focussed on what is 
recognized to be the most 
acutely toxic member of the 
dioxin family, the 2,3,7,8-TCDD 
isomer. This dioxin has never 
been identified in 2,4-D. 


The intensive Agriculture 
Canada tests just completed 
have again confirmed the 
absence of 2,3,7,8-TCDD in2,4- 
D. Other dioxin contaminants 
were, however, identified in 
some 2,4-D products, while no 
dioxin contamination was 
detected in other 2,4-D samples 
tested. 


“We are now assessing these 
results in concert with officials in 
Health and Welfare Canada who 
work in co-operation with us in 
pesticide regulation. 


‘A decision on how our new 
findings will affect the permitted 
uses of 2,4-D will be made 
before the 1981 growing season,’ 
Mr. Whelan said.

It is unfortunate 
that there were some initial 
misunderstandings, but! believe 
CMHC. and the delivery group 
have made every effort to 
answer concerns. With respect 
to program delivery, | 
understand from CMHC that 13 
houses have been purchased 
inDeseronto under the program 
to date, and it is expected that 
four other houses will be 
purchased at a later date. 
Budget funds are available for 
the purchase of five additional 
units in 1980, but the need for 
these units in the community is 
currently being reviewed. 


With respect to home repairs,

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Karate — the art of weaponless defence 


By MICHAEL HAYWARD 


Our society is very sports 
oriented. You only have to look 
at the media to see the impact of 
sports on us as large amounts of 
time and space are designated to 
hockey, football, golf, car racing 
tennis, etc., etc. : 


But there is one sport that 
lacks such public exposure in 
this part of the world. In fact we 
know so little bout it that, for 
most, it is rather mysterious. 


This little known sport is the 
martial art of Karate. 


But, perhaps, we will soon get> 
to know more about Karate 
because there is a strong and 
growing club in Napanee. It is 
trun by Black Belt instructor 
Denny Tompkins of Deseronto. 


Denny is quite proud of his 
club and points out that it has 
beaten out much larger clubs 
like those of Missauga, 
Scarborough, Hamilton and 
Pickering in competition. He 
accounts high ‘standards and 
strict grading during tests as the 
reasons for the club’s high 
quality. 


Denny said there are three 
kinds of people who join the 
club. There are those who come 
just for the exercise. These 
people are, of course, required 
to take part in all aspects of the 
sport and conform to all the 
tules. 


Then there are those involving 
themselves in Karate to 
appreciate it as an art form. In 
this group would be included 
the people who have come to 
learn Karate as a form of self- 
defence. 


And, finally, there are those 
who come because of the 
competitive aspects of Karate. 


People from all walks of life 
attend the sessions and, 
interestingly enough, one third 
of the class is made up of 
females. People of all ages can 
also be seen at the classes 
although Denny said thatit is not 
a young club. He put the average 
age of members at 30 years. 


MORE THAN KICK AND CHOP 


When attending a class, you 
soon find out that there is a lot 
more to Karate than learning to 
kick and chop. 


The session begins with a 
series of exercises designed to 
strengthen and loosen every 
part of your body. These 
exercises can be intense and last 
as long as an hour. 


Denny said he gives a person 
four to six weeks to get in shape 
and he said that no one will be 
yelled at if they are pushing 
themselves and trying their best. 


As you might have guessed, 
discipline plays a big part in 
Karate. 

‘Horseplay is not tolerated,’ 
Denny said. 


Peer pressure is also used. If 
one person gets out of line or is 
not trying their best, then the 
whole group may have to get 
down and do ten knuckle 
pushups. 


After the exercises, comes the 
Katas learning... a series of 
movements done in dance-like 
fashion which teach the students 
the various Karate movements. 


TEN LEVELS 


There are ten kyus or levels of 
achievement which the student 
must go through before 
reaching the highest level of 
black belt. Each of these levels is 
marked by a different coloured 


belt.

Kungfu then moved to Okinawa, an island which was often 
occupied by the Japanese who forbade the conquered Banal 
from carrying weapons. To compensate for this lack of arms 
what became known as karate, or empty-handed (weaponless) 
combat was further developed. - fe ge 


The idea of karate chopping wooden blocks was developed 
on Okinawa. A warrior had to be able to chop through pieces 
of wood before going into combat against a Japanese 
swordsman or Samari, who wore wooden armor. For a Karate 
chop to be effective, it had to penetrate through the wooden 
armour, the rib cage and finally the body. ; 


Also to make up for lack of armour, farm tools were 
developed into weapons. One martial arts weapon is the 
kunchuku’s which are two sticks on either end of a chain 
originally a tool for thrashing grain. : 


Karate did not come to Japan until 1923 when the Emperor 
asked a Karate expert to demonstrate his skills. The Japanese 
were so impressed that they asked him to stay and teach 


members of the emperor’s body guard, who, in turn, became 


black belts. 


You are automaticaly classed 
as a white belt when first coming 
to class. They you progress to 
white with a red stripe and then 
white with two red stripes. 


From there you go to yellow, 
then orange, green, blue, 
brown, brown with one red 
stripe and, finally, brown with 
two red stripes. 


This belt system was actually 
developed quite late in Karate 
history as an incentive for our 
achievement oriented society. 


It used to be that everyone 
wore a white belt. But the belts 
of those who became masters 
tended to get dirty and black 
from use. So the idea for a black 
belt for experts was conceived. 


In fact, the black belt is never 
supposed to be washed. Denny 
said that some wash it, however, 
just to make it look more used 
and tattered, giving the 
impression that its wearer is an 
old pro. 


DEDICATION AND DISCIPLINE 


To progress in Karate required 
dedication, work and discipline. 
Denny said that it would take the 
average person four or five years 
to achieve his or her first black 
belt. So people who are looking 
to become instant Bruce Lees 
don’t last very long. 

The program is very safety 
conscious with the student's 
progress tightly controlled. 
Denny said t hat itis at least four 
months before students are 
allowed to do any sparring or 


fighting at all. And even then 
they are not allowed to touch 
the opponent. That is, they 
purposely miss the opponent by 
several inches. 


He said that there hasn’t been 
a serious injury at his school. 


Not only does the student 
learn Karate, but he must learn 
to teach lesser belts as well 


Denny said he only asks a 
person to teach what he has 
down pat. In this way, the 
student learns to put his 
knowledge of Karate into words. 
It also promotes leadership and 
confidence. 


50 DIFFERENT STYLES 


There are actually 50 different 
styles of Karate. Denny himself 
has a black belt in two of them... 
Chito Ryu and Aiki Kempo. 


He teaches Aiki Kempo at his 
school because it is one of the 
more versatile forms of Karate 
and adaptable to all types of 
people, big or little, male or 
female. 


all in all, Karate is considered 

a very satisfying type of 
recreation because it is a way of 
channelling one’s energy while 
giving a sense of satisfaction an 
achievement. It is also great for 
getting in shape. 

if you are interested, you

YAMMY APPLES 


An apple stuffed with yams 
brings exciting taste appeal to 
meat or fowl dishes. 


6 large apples 

1 large sweet potato cooked 

2 tbsp. grated onion 

1 tbsp. butter 

1 and 1/2 tbsp. brown sugar 

1 and 1/2 tbsp. maple syrup 
1/4 tsp. cinnamon 

1/8 tsp. salt 

Almond slivers 

Saute the onions in the butter

Work on Lonsdale dam 


The Napanee Region Con- 
servation Authority has received 
provincial government approval 
to proceed with works to control 

¢ rious annual flooding on 
Imon River caused by 
winter ice jamming. 


Following extensive engin- 

ring studies which considered 
= viable alternatives, the 
Authority will be constructing a 
dam at Lonsdale, which is 
designed to control the massive 
buildup of ‘frazil’ or slush ice in 
the Salmon River below the 
Hamlet of Lonsdale in 
Tyendinaga Township. 


For the past three years, 
clogging of the normal river 
channel by this frazil or slush has 
caused the Salmon River to 
overflow - inundating adjacent 
property and homes which have 
been developed near to the 
riverbank in what is known 
locally as the Waddingham 
Valley.

The property damage, 
dislocation of residents and 
related problems have wreaked 
considerable hardship among 
the affected homeowners and 
efforts to date to alleviate the 
problem have proven costly , 
dangerous and generally 
ineffective. 


The current problem traces 
back directly to the collapse of 
the original mill dam in Lonsdale 
during the spring of 1967. 


The Authority’s recent 
engineering study has identified 
the restoration of the dam at 
Lonsdale as the most feasible 
and ‘cost-effective’ approach. 


Until the spring of 1976, the 
old mill dam and its headpond 
had functioned as a ca tchment 
for the large masses of frazil ice 
as they moved downstream - 
particularly in December and 
January.

Approximately 30 years ago, 
riverbank land in the Wad- 
dingham Valley 2 km down- 
stream from Lonsdale was 
developed for cottages. Most of 
these cottages have since been 
redeveloped for year-round 
homes - all in the natural 
floodplain of the river. 


However, until the 1977-78 
winter season(ie. after the dam 
had collapsed) the Waddingham 
residents had not encountered 
flood problems. 


For the next three winter 
seasons to the present, the river 
channel has clogged almost 
solidly with frazil causing a major 
floor hazard to the residents 
along the river and flooding of 
the adjacent township road and 
nearby barns.

Houseplants require less 
water during the winter than at 
any other time of the year, says 
Bob Hamersma of the 
Horticultural Research Institute 
of Ontario. 


As the days become shorter, 
plant growth slows. This reduces 
the need for moisture. 


More plants die from 
overwatering than from any 
other cause. Mr.Hamersma 
recommends checking soil 
moisture about an inch below 
the surface. If the soil is dry, it’s 
usually time to water, unless 
you've received special winter 
instructions for certain plants 
such as cacti and other 
succulents. 


Water thoroughly until the 
excess drains from the bottom of 
the pot. Discard the surplus. 
Check that the soil isn’t soggy, 
just moist throughout. 


Frequency of watering 
depends on the type of plant and 
the light and humidity 
conditions in your home. 
Plants grown under lights or in 
bright, dry conditions may 
require watering as often as 
every second day. And many 
tropical plants suffer in the dry 
environment of the average 
Ontario home in winter. 

‘The 


ideal solution is a 


humidifier,’ says Mr.Hamersma. 
‘If that is impractical, try taking 
your plants into the bathroom 
when you shower or into the 
kitchen when you cook, to 
provide the humidity that plants 
enjoy.”

Rural hydro users hit again 


A press release sent out from 
Ontario Hydro’s offices in 
Toronto was anything but 
reassuring for rural hydro users 
who had been told, by Premier 
William Davis in the Legislature 
last April, that the Ontario 
Government was committed to 
reducing the differential 
between the retail rate for 
electricity paid by rural residents 
and that paid by urban residents. 


Currently, average rural rates 
are 21 % higher, mainly because 
of higher costs in building and 
Maintaining the rural distrib- 
ution system which, on average, 
serves fewer customers per mile 
than the municipal utilities. 


Now Ontario Hydro has 
informed us that, while the bulk 
power rate (the wholesale rate at 
which Hydro sells power to 
distributors) to Ontario’s 324 
municipal utilities will be 
increased by 9.3% for 1981, and 
the bulk power rate for about 
100 large direct industrial 
Customers will increase by 9.6%, 
the cost of bulk power rates to 
the rural distribution system will 
gO up 9.9%. 


Hydro’s rural distribution unit 
acts as a retailer to 770,000 rural 
Customers served directly by 
Ontario Hydro. And, Hydro tells 
us, the 1981 rural retail rates have 
been approved, necessitating an 
11.2% increase in the bulk power 
rate and additional rural 
distribution costs. 


Here’s how it will work out. A 
tural residential customer using 
1,000 kilowatt-hours a month 
and currently paying an average 
of $42.63 a month will face a 
montly increase of about $4.96 in 
1981. 


But, never fear....the Ontario 
govenment has NOT forgotten 
the rural Hvdro users.

Just after receiving the press 
release from Ontario Hydro, we 
received a news release from 
Ontario’s Energy Minister 
Robert Welch, dated the week 
of November 10, in which he 
reconfirmed the Government's 
committment to reduce the 
differential between the retail 
rate for rural and urban 
residents. 


‘There has been absolutely no 
change in the commitment 
made by Premier Davis in the 
Legislature last April to reduce 
the rural/urban electricity retail 
rate differential,’ the Minister 
said. 


‘Il have asked Ontario Hydroto 
report to me on ways this 
objective can be achieved, and 
Expect to receive that report in 


the very near future.’ 


The Minister also stated that 
the recent announcement by 
Ontario Hydro that its wholesale 
or bulk power rates would 
increase in 1981 was reviewed in 
detail by the Ontario Energy 
board this summer and found to 
be reasonable. 


‘The recently announced 
wholesale rate increase for 1981 
does not affect the govern- 
ment’s determination and 
commitment to reduce the 
rural/urban retail rate 
differential,’ the Minister said. 


So there you have it folks. The 
Ontario Government still 
intends to do something but it 
certainly doesn’t look as if there 
will be any relief for rural hydro 
users during 1981

_ Ella Kewley feels the 
increasing interest in bulk food 
1S a result of the current trend to 
Merging into a lifestyle which is 
less expensive, simpler and more 
back to basics. 


The most popular item in the 
store is the selection of more 
than 75 spices, available in any 
amount or pre-packaged in 
Convenient plastic bags. 


‘Most people don’t want to 
Pay for another spice bottle 
every time they replace their 
Spices,’ st resses Mrs. Kewley. 


A special system has been devised

The new store is actually an 
extension of Bill’s Dairy Store on 
Picton’s Main Street. At onetime 
a small dress shop, the dairy 
store wanted to expand its 
facilities into the adjoining 
section, but because of an 
upstairs apartment found they 
could not remove the wall 
separating the two stores. So, 
upon request, they decided to 
turn the empty section into a 
bulk and natural food store. 


The store offers natural foods 
which are salt and sugar free. 
Among the more requested 
items is the freshly-ground 
Peanut butter which contains no 
additives, salt or preservatives. 
Ella says the peanut butter is 
popular among those who are 
restricted to salt-free diets. 


NOVELTY ITEMS TOO 


In addition, the store stocks 
small novelty items, books on 
natural cooking, health and 
herbs, as well as natural vitamins 
and natural shampoos and 
cosmetics. 


“We stock what the customers 
want,” explains Mrs Kewley as 
she glances at a bag of cherry 
stems. ‘I’m not sure what they’re 
for, but they’re supposed to be 
good for you. Someone asked 
for them, so now we stock it.’ 


For those people who are 
allergic to chocolate, carob has 
become a preferred substitute. 


Carob, says Ella, can be 
compared to the cocoa bean for 
it is processed similarily and can 
be used as a chocolate substitute 
in a variety of products. People 
who are allergic to chocolate, 
she says, can usually tolerate 
carob and it is said to be more 
nutritious than chocolate. 


When harvested, fried, 
roasted and ground into 
powder, the product is similar to 
chocolate but contains no 
caffeine or allergy-type 
antibodies. It is somewhat 
sweeter since it is. higher in 
natural sugar and, in its 
powdered state, contains only 
seven per cent fat as compared 
to cocoa with 23 per cent. 


Because of its versatility, the 
store carries a number of carob 
products from the actual bean 
itself to the powdered state, 
carob chips, and a large variety 
of carob candies. 


Name it and it would seem 
apparent that any product is 
available in bulk form. Pails and 
bags stacked along the floor, and 
bottles on the shelves, contain 
mixed dried vegetables, beans, 
cracked wheat, sea salt, cherries, 
pineapple, skimmed milk 
powder, peanuts, walnuts, dates, 
mincemeat, coconut, flour, 
sunfower seeds, corn meal, and 
molasses. 


Customers are urged to bring 
their own containers but 
inexpensive containers are 
available. 


Mrs. Kewley admits that the 
last 12 months have been a 
learning experience. ‘I never 
realized there were so many 
peppers availble,’ she says, 
pointing to white, black, fine 
and coarse and peppercorns. 


In keeping with the store’s 
name, Mrs. Kewley says, ‘We try 
to stock the things you would 
typically find in Grandma's 
house.’ . 


And after you have munched 
on some trail mix, toasted corn 
chips, sultana raisins or beer 
nuts, you might try an after 
dinner mint. They’re available in 
bulk form too.

Superior bus plant up for sale 


The Superior Coach plant in 
Deseronto is up for sale. 


The factory, which assembles 
school buses, is being sold along 
with two other plants, one in 
Lima, Ohio, and the other in 
Morris, Manitoba. All three of 
these plants make up the 
transportation group of Shellar- 
Globe Corporation. Shellar- 
Globe has decided to dispose of 
its bus huildiveryg bUsiness because 
they are finding it an 
unprofitable venture. 


Bill Giddy, plant manager of 
the Deseronto facility, said that 
this change in ownership could 
affect the employment situation 
of the 115 persons working at the 
plant, especially if nobody buys. 
That would mean no jobs and an 
empty building. 


But Bill Giddy doubted this 
would happen as there were 41 
inquiries in the span of two days 
from potential buyers. He said 
that either each plant would be 
sold separately or all bought by 
one buyer 


The people at Shellar-Globe in 
Deseronto are hoping that new 
owners will stay with the same 
product or at least a similar 
type of work because of the type 
of expertise they now employ 


Mr. Giddy said that they are 
more of an assembling business 
rather than in manufacturing 


‘We employ welders, painters 
and assembly workers although 
technically we do fabricate the 
seats that go into the buses,’ he 
said. 


He admitted that things were 
certainly up in the air at the 
present time and that the 
uncertain situation could be 
somewhat detrimental to sales. 


He said that Deseronto had 
not sustained losses but had 
remained near the profit area. It 
was the plant in Lima which 
actually took hevy losses 
because it was an old plant and 
also because it was large and 
therefore needed a sustained 


and high number of buses 
passing through it to make it 
profitable. 


Mr. Giddy further states that 
MP for Prince Edward/Hastings, 
Jack Ellis, had been instrumental 
in locating the plant in 
Deseronto in the first place and 
was now assisting in any way he 
could. 


He said that this change over 
may have very little effect. It 


might only cause a change in the 
‘top dogs’. The plant manager 
said he has been through 
ownership changes before and 
said that usually the lower 
eschelons in the organizations 
stay the same. 


‘Besides a change in 
ownership can be a positive 
move,’ he said. ‘This is because 
new owners have good 
intentions and are eager to make 
the business work.

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From cow field to 
athletic field 


When the Quinte Mohawk 
School first opened in 
September of 1974, the 
playground facilities were 
virtually nonexistent. Ken Claus, 
assistant principal of the school, 
said, ‘We had little more than an 
old cow field.’ 


Not only were facilities 
inadequate, but Mr. Claus said 
they were the cause of a higher- 
than-usual number of injuries to 
students. 


Added to this was a drainage 
problem. The back field was 
sloped in such a way that it 
drained right into the school. 


Well, things have certainly 
come a long way since then. First 
the drainage problem was 
corrected. Then parking lots and 
curvings were installed. 


The back field has also been 
levelled and sodded and on it 
now stand an adventure 
playground, two ball diamonds 
and a general playing field. 


And, last Wednesday, the final 
sod was ceremoniously laid 
down marking the completion 
of the newest addition to these 
outdoor facilities ... a 400-metre, 
six-lane, oval racing track with a 
playing field in the middle of it. 


Several dignitaries and Indian 
Affairs officials were on hand as 
Chief Earl Hill and Jules Lambert, 
the district supervisor of 
education from the Department 
of Indian Affairs office in 
Peterborough ceremoniously 
rolled out the last piece of sod. 


Member of the school 
maintenance staff, Elmer 
Maracle, was responsible for the 
design and supervision of this 
$33,000 project which took some 
six weeks to complete. 


Future plans for the track are 
to have it hard surfaced in the 
summer of 1981 and to add a 
rubberized surface in the 
summer of 1982, Ken Claus said. 


Besides helping to develop 
physical skills and fitness it is 
believed that this new high 
quality racetrack will help 
develop self confidence and a 
greater competitive spirit in the 
students. 


‘We are also interested in 
sharing our new facilities with 
other schools off the reserve,’ 
said Mr. Claus. 


The track is certainly quite an 
added bonus to the Quinte 
Mohawk School and comple- 
ments the high quality facilities 
that already exist there.

Four representatives from the 
Tyendinaga Reserve were in the 
group. 


They didn’t get to see the 
Queen but did get a hearing ... 
(but no comfort)...from 
Government representatives. 


And two weeks ago, they 
tried again to be heard. Some 
Canadian groups, notably 
representatives of native people, 
held a news conference in 
London, England, to protest. 
They contended that the 
changes would strip native 
peoples of their rights. 


‘| wasn’t there,’ said Chief Hill. 
‘But a number of people from 
the National Indian Brother- 
hood were, including Del 
Riley of Ottawa’. 


J.R.Freeland, a senior legal 
adviser at the Foreign Office in 
London has been reported to 
have told this month’s 
delegation to England that the 
British Parliament has no treaty 
obligations to the native 
peoples of Canada and that they 
should seek protection of rights 
by directing their protests to 
Ottawa and not to London. 


‘In our view, all relevant treaty 
obligations became the 
responsibility of the government 
of Canada with the attainment of 
independence related to the 
Statute of Westminister of 1931.’

PROVINCIAL SALES TAX 


The provincial sales tax will be 
‘quite an issue’ at the meeting of 
Ontario chiefs, Earl Hill told the 
Scanner. 


The Ontario Parliament has 
passed Bill 61, introducing sales 
tax on goods bought on the 
reserve. 


Has the Ontario Government 
the right to override other levels 
of government on this issue, the 
chiefs will want to know. 


Under previous legislation, 
Indians living on the reservation 
were not required to pay sales 
tax on such things as fuel oil 
delivered to the reserve and 
items sold on the reserve were 
also not subject to this tax. 


It is expected that, under Bill 
61, the provincial sales tax 
would be paid by the wholesaler 
and thus passed on to the 
individual customer. And goods 


bought by individuals off the 
reserve would be subject to the 
usual sales tax paid by residents 
of Ontario. 


Purchasing by Indians off the 
reserve has been a’ little 
complicated. On things like 
gasoline and liquor, where the 
tax is included in the price, the 
Indians paid it. 


Indians living on the reserve 
have not been the only ones to 
get a break on sales tax. 
American tourists, for example, 
are able to get their sales tax 
back on goods purchased in 
Ontario when they return to 
their own country. 

This was part of the Ontario 


Government's sales pitch, last 
summer, to attract more tourists.

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Hard work got Belleville Humane Shelter — L & A trying for one now 


By MICHAEL HAYWARD 


From time to time the Scanner 
has raised the issue of whether it 
would be cheaper... and far 
better... to have stray animals in 
the Quinte area looked after.ina 
Humane Society shelter rather 
than in a municipal pound. 


A year ago, we reported on 
comparative costs and type of 
service. 


Two years ago, the Humane 
Society shelter in Belleville was 
reopened after a lot of hard 
work by volunteers to round up 
the money. 


Now, a similar effort to get 
funds for a Humane Society 
shelter is underway in Lennox 
and Addington. 


Madge Wemp, treasurer for 
the Lennox and Addington 


Branch of the Ontario Humane © 


Society, reports that the L and A 
Branch has held a charter with 
the Ontario Humane Society 
since 1975, but has not had funds 
for building a shelter. In March 
of this year, the branch had only 
six members so they felt it was 
time to either do something or 
give up their charter altogether. 


So they got busy and after 
holding public meetings and 
fund raising activities there are 
now about 120 members and 
1,500 dollars towards a shelter 
for strays. But as Mrs. Wemp 
said, ‘We still have a long way to 
go. Our goal is 20,000 dollars.’ 


If they make that amount the 
Ontario Humane Society head 
office in Thornhill is expected to 
match them. They hope this 


money will be further

complimented by government 
grants. 


She also said that once the 
shelter is completed they hope 
to get municipal contracts to 
help support it. But even should 
they receive municipal money 
the Humane Society will still 
have to continiously support 
their activities through fund 
raising activities and donations. 


The Belleville Branch of the 
Ontario Humane Society, for 
example, is funded partly by the 
city of Belleville and partly by its 
Own money raising activities. 


Helma Mika, secretary on the 
board of directors said the city 
has been contracting out 25,000 
dollars annually towards support 
for the shelter. She said this pays 
for about half the operating 
costs. The other half comes from 
donations and fund raising 
activities like the Scottish 
concert they recently held 
which netted 2,700 dollars . 


The society is further working 
hard to raise funds to work off 
deficits accumulated, especially 
from the 60,000 dollars it cost to 
renovate the shelter before it 
was reopened two years ago. 


So as you can see, to establish 
such a facility in Lennox and 
Addington will likely require 
large amounts of capital and 
hard work. And Jim Kimmett 
wonders if its worth it or 
necessary. He asks why the 
Humane Society should start a 
new facility when there is 
already an animal control centre 
in Napanee. 


Mr. Kimmett who is secretary- 
treasurer of the Napanee dog 
pound says it hasbeen in 
operation since 1973 and that it 
services and is paid for by the 
municipalities of Richmond, 
Napanee, Bath, Newburg, 
Camden East, Sheffield and 
North Fredericksburg. He felt it 
was an adequate facility and that 
people seemed by and large 
satisfied with it.

To ascertain whether or not a 
Humane Society shelter is 
needed either along side the 
dog pound or even to replace it 
we shall compare the two. 


To begin with both types of 
shelter cost money. Jim Kimmett 
said that 45,000 dollars was 
required last year to operate the 
Animal Control Centre in 
Napanee. The facility serviced 
17,000 people. We have already 
seen the large sums required to 
Operate a Humane Society such 
as the one in Belleville. 


Secondly, there is need for 
either one type of shelter or the 
other to cut down on the 
number of strays. Jim Kimmett 
said that approximately 700 dogs 
are brought into the pound 
every year. In the 2 years since 
the Belleville facility reopened, 
3,000 animals have come 
through it and 300 reportings of 
cruelty to animals have been 
investigated. 


As Helma Mika said, ‘The job 
never ends. More and more 
animals are being abandoned 
these days.’ 


The big difference between 
the two facilites comes when we 
see the type of care their 
occupants receive. The 
empahsis at the Humane Society 
is on the animal’s wellbeing and 
comfort whereas at the dog 
pound emphasis is on clearing 
the country of strays. 


Thus the Humane Society has 
runs for the dogs and animals are 
kept in well lit and kept cages. At 


the dog pound, however, the 
cages are kind of like dungeons 
as they have no windows or runs. 
The dogs are well fed though 


and cages are cleaned once or 
twice a day. 


The Humane Society also tries 
very hard to find owners for its 
animals. For one thing, they 
keep them longer than the three 
days that the pound in Napanee 
does before putting them to 
sleep. 


The Humane Society also 
strives to make itself more 
available to the public in order 
that animals have the best 
chance of being reowned. They 
encourage people to come 
down and have a look. They 
even have a ‘Pet of the Week’ 
column in the Belleville 
Intelligencer which gives further 
publicity to their animals. 


The Napanee pound, on the 
other hand, is only open one 
hour a day since the dog catcher 
must spend the rest of the time 
patrolling his large area. He can, 
however, be reached by phone 
through a radio in his truck.

Cages and lighting at the 
pound are furthermore not set 
up for easy viewing of animals. 


The big item which a 
municipally run Animal Control 
Centre has over a Humane 
Society is a stable source of 
government money. A Humane 
Society may not always have a 
sure source of funds. Thus Mr. 
Kimmett asks what happens ten 
years down the road when the 
organization goes belly up. 


Helma Mika admits that the 
work never ends and that a 
Humane Society requires strong 
leadership and astrong auxiliary. 


Well, let’s hope a strong 
and secure Humane Society 
shelter does come to Lennox 
and Addington and that it 
doesn’t go belly up. | say this 
because | prefer its emphasis on 
the animal’s wellbeing. | realize 
that the dog pound is doing a 
good job for the type of work it 
has set out to do but if my dog 
were ever picked up | would 
prefer that it end up in a 
Humane Society shelter.

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First CSCP installment for Napanee 


There was a lot of flak in Picton 
several weeks ago concerning 
the use of the million-plus 
dollars available through the 
Community Services Contrib- 


ution Program (CSCP) for 
neighbourhood improvement 
and municipal non-profit 


housing programs, as well as for 
water and sewer facililties. 


Picton finally made up its mind 
to scrap some of the more 
unpopular suggestions and go 
ahead with some less controv- 
ersial plans. 


Deseronto is also eligilbe for 
CSCP grants and, by providing 
early in-put from residents, 
avoided the last minute hassles 
to beat the end-of- October 
deadline for getting proposals in 
to the Ontario Government for 
approval 


Napanee is way ahead of both 


Picton and Deseronto...all the 
preliminary work was done 
about a year ago and now the 
first installment toward the total 
project costs in Napanee, 
estimated at $800,000 is on its 
way to the town. 


The first installment is in the 
form of a federal grant of 
$96,954 for neighbourhood 
improvement projects. 


The CSCP programs are paid 
for ona ratio of 50 percent by the 
federal government, 25 percent 
by the Ontario Government 
and 25 percent by the 
municipality. 


Eleven-other Ontario 
communities, in addition to 
Napanee, will also be receiving 
their instalments from the 
federal part of the funding now. 
A total $4.6 million in federal 
CSCP funding was announced 
last week by Paul Cosgrove,

‘The company has been 
and is continuing negotiation 
with other parties who express 
interest in assuming the facilities 
at Deseronto. We are hopeful 
that these discussions will be 
successful.” 


And John Neal, Deseronto’s 


mayor, also was hopeful. 


‘There's no need for anyone to 
Panic yet,’ he told the Scanner 
on Monday. ‘The federal 
government has been aware of 
the situation for some time and 
Jack Ellis (MP for Prince 
Edward/Hastings) has been 
actively involved. Negotiations 
are underway with several multi- 
national companies. 


However he agreed it would 
be a real blow for Deseronto if 
no one does buy the plant and 
keep it running. 


There are about 130 employed 
at the plant and about a third of 
them live in Deseronto. 


‘It would be particularly hard 
for older employees,’ Mayor 
Neal said. ‘They can’t move 
around as easily as younger 
workers and it would be difficult 
for them to find other jobs.’

Growing houseplants under 
artificial light opens up a new 
world of gardening for 
hobbyists, says Bob Fleming, 
Ontario Ministry of Agriculture 
and Food horticulturist. 


During the dull, short days of 
winter, many houseplants suffer 
from lack of natural light. Using 
artificial light, home gardeners 
can maintain plant growth. 


Although artifical light is no 
match for natural sunlight, many 
common houseplants will grow 
successfully with 12 to 16 hours 
of artificial light daily. 


For light gardens, Mr. Fleming 
recommends fluorescent lamps. 
They are far more economical 
than conventional incandescent 
bulbs because they provide 
more illumination per watt of 
electricity used. 


Most fluorescent lamps 
provide a spectrum of light, and 
‘are also cooler than incandes- 
cent bulbs. There are a variety of 
fluorescent tubes designed for 
plant growing, but Mr. Fleming 
says plain ‘cool white’ tubes are 
satisfactory for most home 
gardeners. 


‘The better-known house- 
plants such as philodendrons, 
African violets, German ivy, 
begonias, pothos and scindapsus 
will grow well under artificial 
light,’ he says. 


Lights should be set about 0.3 
metres directly (one foot) above 
the plants for maximum 
light. Raise the light as plants 
grow in height. 


PREVENT MOUSE DAMAGE TO 
YOUNG TREES AND SHRUBS 


The mouse population 
appears high this year so home 
gardeners should take extra 
precautions against mouse 
damage, says Burke McNeill, 
another horticulturist with the 
Ministry of Agriculture and

Food. 


“Mice work at ground level 
feeding on the bark of young 
trees and shrubs. If the. mice 
girdle the tree completely, the 
tree is unable to transport 
nutrients up through the trunk.’ 


To safeguard fruit trees, young 
trees and shrubs, make sure long 
grass is cut and fallen leaves are 
raked. These are favourits 
nesting materials. 


‘If you notice mouse activity 
use mouse bait to prevent 
damage,’ says McNeill. ‘Put a 
spoonful of bait in an empty 
small frozen juice can (2 inches 
or 5 c. diameter) with both ends 
removed. Lay the can on its side 
between young trees and 
shrubbery and along mouse 
runways. 


Using the small cans prevents 
pets and birds from feeding on 
the bait. Rodent guards of wire 
or plastic mesh can be made at 
home or purchased from garden 
centres to protect young trees. 


“Damage often doesn’t appear 
until the mice start feeding on 
the bark under the snow. Watch 
for mouse activity and take the 
‘Precautions now to prevent 
winter mouse damage.’

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PEANUTS OPEN A NEW CHAPTER 


Ontario is well known for its diverse agricultural base, but who would 
have imagined Ontario farmers growing peanuts. University of 
Guelph crop scientists began peanut research in the province’s 
tobacco belt eight years ago and found that valencia peanuts, 
three peanuts per pod, could be grown under Ontario conditions. Six 
growers in the Delhi-Simcoe area planted 76 hectares (190 acres) this 
year, and harvested the first commercial crop last month. The peanuts 
were sold to Picard Peanuts Limited, a shelling plant located north of 
Simcoe on Highway 24, for drying and shelling. After processing, the 
peanuts will be used in peanut 
butter and the confectionery 
industry and for eating in the 
shell. Ontario’s peanut crop is 
expected to double each year 
for the next three years to meet 
the 4000 to 5000 tonne-capacity 
(4408 to 5510 tons) of the shelling 
plant.

HE KEEPS MOVING! 


‘Keep moving!’ has been his 
philosophy on life since his 
retirement and the man_ has 
done just that. Somewhere 
between his position with the 
Scarborough Board of Education 
and his retirement in 1978, he 
managed to squeeze in a course 
in etching. Studying under the 
direction of the late Telesforos 
Valius at the Central Technical 
School, Toronto. A Lithuanian, 
Valius taught at the Winston 
Churchill school in addition to 
his evening classes at the Central 
Technical School. 


His etchings which he 
continues to do today are 
incredibly detailed, each one 
taking up to several hours to 
complete from the first draft, to 
marking and cutting the copper 
plate and inking in the preferred 
colours. Most of his etchings 
have a Biblical content, each one 
filled with stories and striking 
symbolism. 


One cannot simply look at an 
etching, explains Mr. Good- 
swan, ‘You must study it and let it 
talk to you. This is what any 
picture should do - it should 
communicate with you.’ 


This year the Goodswans are 
using the etchings to make 
Christmas cards to send to their 
friends and relatives. The 
etchings are produced in much 
the same way and then put 
through a press and applied to 
the homemade cards. 


The old church the Good- 
swans purchased in 1969, and 
have been living in permanently 
since 1978, was renovated 
entirely by the Goodswans. And 
when he gets time, he crafts 
jewelery out of just about 
anything. 


‘| have always sort of made 
things all my life,’ explains Mr 
Goodswan. A huge cedar chest 
in the living room, constructed 
when he was 16 years of age 
firmly attests to his love of 
making things. 


Mr. Goodswan was about that 
age when he discovered Prince 
Edward County, visiting the 
Weller’s Bay area on numerous 
occasions to fish. One of his 
reasons for retiring in Prince 
Edward was to pursue his 
interest in fishing. 


But he has become so busy 
that he just hasn’t found time to 
go fishing.

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EDITORIAL 


WILL THE HAND THAT ROCKS THE 
CRADLE ROCK THE TORIES‘ BOAT??? 


Working women will find small comfort in the ‘mini 
budget’ introduced in the Ontario Legislature earlier 
this month. 
Very little has been done to improve the day care 
situation in the province. 
Five hundred new subsidized day care spaces will be 
provided when 1,400 are desparately needed in Metro 
Toronto alone. This may mean that Toronto gets 250; 
Hamilton-Wentworth and Ottawa-Carlton 50 each; 
Windsor, London, Brantford, Kitchener-Waterloo and 
Sudbury possibly 25 each; with Oshawa, Kingston, Sault 
Ste. Marie, Thunder Bay, Cornwall and Timmins 5 to 10 
only. 

And, if you live in the Quinte area, forget it! 


The $1 million expenditure for day care represents a 
total increased expenditure for the year of only 13.3%, a 
decrease from the 14% already promised for the year last 
April 

In his budget speech, Hon. Frank S. Miller, Ontario’s 
treasurer, had this to say about sensitivity to social 
priorities. 

“Since the mid-1970’s, the economic situation: has 
required the government to give high priority to 
economic and employment development. Spending has 
been prudently managed and net cash requirements 
reduced in a balanced budget framework as a 
contribution to lessening inflationary pressures. Major 
tax increases have been avoided for the same reason. 
Significant incentives have been provided to promote 
investment and job creation. However, at no time has 
this strategy been allowed to hurt effective delivery in 
major social programs.” 

Sorry, Mr. Miller. We can’t agree with you! 


Removing the sales tax from ‘luxury’ items such as 
major household appliances...giving incentives to 
tourism by removing sales tax from disposable items 
used in hotel rooms and from prepared meals ...Setting 
up new boards (at taxpayers’ expense) to consolidate 
and co-ordinate the government's total economic 
development budget... (all of which are included in the 
mini-budget)... will not go very far in helping the plight 
of the families with children in Ontario who need help 
right now, particularly the large percentage of them who 
are headed by single parents and may need day care in 
order to hang on to their jobs. 


There is no mention in the mini budget that the 
redirection of funds for industrial and economic 
development will include affirmative action or an 
specific programs for women. J

Bobby came back from a 
road trip one weekend while he 
was still with the Winnipeg Jets, 
and could hardly get to his house 
for the traffic. 


It turned out that while he was 
on the road, Mrs. Hull had 
seized the opportunity to have a 
garage sale of all his hockey 
memorabilia. 


On the other hand, Hull 
himself, generous to a fault, 
rarely behaved like a saint. | 
don’t feel sorry for Bobby Hull. 
Just angry. 

Angry that a man who Is alive 
and well and living in one of the 
most beautiful sections of 
Ontario should have been so 
thoroughly seduced by the silly 
values of the society around him 
that he now believes there isn’t 
any more, that the best part of 
his life has ended. 

That’s not news, but that too is 
reality.

The archaeological crew of 15 is 
expected to uncover physical 
evidence of military, domestic 
and industrial activities ranging 
from the late 17th centure to 
present day. 


The Royal Engineers’ Yard and 
the changing Kingston 
waterfrot, active from 1783 to the 
1930's, have been located on the 
site. The crew believes they may 
also find remains of Indian and 
French army and navy 
settlement prior to 1783. 


CRUCIAL FORTIFICATIONS 


‘The fortifications in the 
Kingston area and the civilian 
community that grew up around 
them were crucial to the military 
strength of the nation,’ said 
Wright. ‘The reason they were so 
crucial was because of their 
location at the head of Lake 
Ontario. This made Kingston 
strategically important as a 
supply line to troops in other 
parts of the province; also as an 
important stronghold for the 
French in their battles against 
the British. Later it served as a 
base for the British in their 
battles with the United States 
during 1812.” 


The historical importance of 
Fort Frontenac, and its 
surrounding community, were 
recognized. The area was 
designated an historic site of 
national significance in 1926 by 
the Government of Canada. 


A plaque erec ted at the 
gateway of Tete de Pont 
Barracks, just north of Ontario 
Street in Kingston, reas: ‘Here 
stood Fort Cataraqui or 


Frontenac built by Count de 
Frontenace in July, 1673, and 
rebuild by La Salle in 1675.

Two year dig into Kingston’s historic past — 


anda French outpost against the 
Iroquois and English. 
‘Abandoned 1689, rebuilt 
4696, captured by the British 
troops under Colonel John 
Bradstreet, 27th August, 1758. 


The archaeologists hope to 
draw up a profile of the people 
who lived on the stie and the 
kinds of lives they led. 


‘The presence of the army, 
navy and Engineers’ Yard must 
have had an effect on the 
development of Kingston and 
the life of its residents,’ said 
project elader Bruce Stewart. 
‘We hope, from the material and 
architectural structures we find, 
to paint a picture of that 
influence as well as the lifestyles 
of the people who worked and 
lived there.’ 


The crew already has some 
idea of that picture. Work began 
on the project in May. At search 
for historical papers and maps 
from 1670 thrugh to today was 
carried out at the Queen’s 
University archives. The 
research was followed by a test 
dig during August. 


‘Essentially what we did,’ said 
Wright, ‘was take a bunch of 
maps from the archives and then 
sink five test trenches. From 
what we found, the maps and 
historical documents seem to be 
accurate.” 


Analysis of the dig was 
completed September 20. 


WHAT WAS FOUND 


‘We found remnants of two 
stone buildings from the early 
1800’s. As far as we can tell they 
were part of the Royal 
ENgineers’ Yard. We also found 
more than 4,000 artifacts,’ added 
Wright. They included 
earthenware table dishes and

It’s a diffiuclt and time- 
consuming job’. 


The archaeologists working 
on the project consider it to be 
unique. ‘Not only is the site 
provincially and antinally 
significant, it’s the first time that 
an archaeological project has 
pulled togerther resources from 
federal, _provincial and ocal 
agencies, in the interest of 
heritage conservation,’ Bruce 
Stewart said. 


To date, the Ontario 
Government, the Ontario 
Heritage Foundation, the City of 
Kingston, the Frontenace 
Heritage Fundatio, the Kingston 
Historiacl Society, Queen’s 
University, the Natinal Museums 
of Canada.Corporation, the St. 
Lawrence Parks Commission,

Buttons are just buttons, right?

She has buttons made of black 
glass or black glass with gold and 
silver trim. She has buttons 
shaped like flowers and buttons 
with pictures engraved on them. 


There are ‘whistle buttons’ 
which have a hole on one side 
and two on the other. There are 
uniform buttons coming off 
uniforms of the Grand Trunk 
Railway, the penitentiaries and 
the post office. There are also 
military buttons. 


Flora has glass ball buttons. 
She has work buttons from 
overalls worn many years ago. 
She also has buttons made of 
white celluloid, celluloid with 
metal trim, ocean pearl and 
shell pearl. She even has buttons 
made of pewter. 

One button in Flora’s 


collection looks like a stone. 
Another is dated just like coins. 


The year imprinted on it is 1780. 


There are also mirror buttons, 
with intricate patterns set on a 
mirror background. And she has 
calico buttons made to go on 
calico material. 


JEWEL BUTTONS 


Another category she has are 
the jewel buttons. They have 
one ‘stone’ in the centre which is 
flat or dome shaped. They were 
worn on men’s and women’s 
vests in the ninteenth and 
twentieth centuries. Though 
called a ‘stone’, which gave it the 
name of ‘jewel button’, the 
centre part is actually made of 
molded glass. 


Flora also has buttons 
classified as early plastics. These 
rather large and flamboyant 
fastening discs date back to the 
early 1940's. 


By now, you can realize that 
Flora has lots and lots of buttons. 
Far more than the dozens that 
are mounted on 24 bristol board 
cards. There just isn’t enough 
time to work on the bunches of 
buttons stored away. 

Flora said,‘ lam always looking 
for more ... for something 
different. | am always checking 
the jars of buttons whenever! go 
to the flea markets.’ 


And, when she finds time, 
Flora wires them on the bristol 
board cards. 

Each card is fitted with one 
category of buttons, such as 
black, glass or white celluloid. 
But she tries hard not to get any 
two of the exact same button on 
a card. 


Flora’s in buttons 


interest 


began in 1973 when she 
discovered a button display at 
the Wellington Museum. She 
took pictures of it, went home, 
and, with help from friends, 
neighbours, relatives and some 
buttons she already had, Flora 
began her button collection. 


She bought an encyclopedia 
on buttons to help her along. 


Flora says she has been 
hunting for other button books 
ever since but hasn’t come 
across any. 


TENDER CARE NEEDED 


Flora says that buttons must be 
treated with care. You can easily 
break a steel shank on some or 
ruin a very fine and intricate 
pattern. 


Most of the buttons are so 
small and ornate that Flora must 
use a magnifying glass to clean 
them. Her tools include a fine 
toothbrush, silver polish, brass 
polish, and paint brushes. She 
said that work buttons coming 
off old overalls are the dirtiest to 
clean. 


Needle-nose pliers are also 
used to straighten steel shanks. 


Flora is on the lookout for 
more buttons. If you have any 
she might be interested in, why 
not get in touch with her? Or 
perhaps you might wanttostarta 
button collection of your own. 


Now that you know more 
about buttons, show respect for 
that lowly button you hold in 
your hand while you do up your 
shirt or coat. It might be a 
valuable collector’s item some 


day.

The federal government 
expects to spend an additional 
21 million dollars over the next 
four years to meet the health 
care needs of Canada’s war 
veterans. In announcing this 
new program, the Honourable J. 
Gilles Lamontangne, Acting 
Minister of Veterans Affairs, 
noted that over half of Canada’s 
800,000 veterans will be over the 
age of 65 by 1985 and, in 
increasing numbers, will be 
subject to the problems of old 
age. 


The Aging Veteran Program, 
which will begin next April, will 
provide financial aid so that 
eligible veterans can continue to 
live independently and 
comfortably in their own homes. 
When this is no longer possible, 
the Department may assist 


veterans to meet costs of care in 
a nursing home in their home 
communities, so that they may 
and 


be near their families 


friends.

these expanded 
be available to some 
veterans who receive 
war disability Pension, 
whose health care needs stem 
from these disablities, Staffs in 31 
Department of Veterans Affairs 
district offices across the country 
will assist the Pensioners to 


obtain the various services 
available. 


Mr. Lamontagne stated that 
the many services for which 
financial assistance will be made 
available fall into two broad 
Broups: home care and 
community care. Care in the 
home _ includes professional 
health care and assistance such 
as preparation of meals, 
housecleaning, transportation 
to day centres, and home 
modifications to assist the 
handicapped. When care in 
community facilities is required, 
the Department will assist in 
arranging for this level of care 


health care 


or other appropriate facilities. 

Mr. Lamontagne noted that 
Provincial programs of home 
Care and nursing home care are 
in various stages of development 
in various stages of develop- 
ment. The aim of the 
Department of Veterans Affairs 
is to ensure that disability 
Pensioners have the means to 
meet the costs of services 
essential to their needs, when 
these are not yet universally 
available in their province. 
While provincial plans differ, the 
department's objective will beto 
ensure that no war veteran is 
Out-of-pocket as a result of 
health care needs related toa 
pensioned disability.

However, the plant must soon 
adjust to the drier and warmer 
conditions of the average home 
The owner can ease this 
transition by remembering that 
most gift plants require bright

One mistake many people 
make is to give their plants too 
much water. Most plants should 
be kept moist but not wet and 
watered only when the soil is 
dry. 


Normally, tap water is too 
cold. It should be left overnight 
to reach room temperature. At 
the same time, chlorine and 
other chemicals used to treat 
water will evaporate, making the 
water much safer for plant use. 


Azaleas require constantly 
moist, but not wet, soil 
conditions as well as a bright but 
cool location. 


The Christmas pepper 
requires moist soil, bright light 
misting to keep the leaves damp. 
It also likes a location in a bright 
sunny window. 


Cyclamen is another plant that 
requires most soil, bright light 
and cool temperatures between 
15 and 18 degrees C. Neither the 
foliage nor the crown should be 
watered, however, in order to 
prevent crown rot. This is a 
difficult plant to grow in the 
house as the average home 
temperature is too high. 


One gift plant, the poinsettia, 
has become a symbol of 
Christmas. Its scarlet colour 
provides a vivid contrast with the 
traditional evergreen tree.

Bird feeding in recent years 
has become such a booming 
business that nearly every 
supermarket, department store 
and corner drug store now Carry 
mixed bird feed and a variety of 
bird feeders. 


A person erecting a bird 
feeder for the first time finds 
himself confronted with a 
bewildering array of feeder 
designs, seed mixtures, and even 
confusion as to the identity of 
those guests he may attract. 


Actually there is no hard or 
fast rule about the design of a 
feeder to erect 


Birds will accept a rough, 
plywood shelf, or even seed 
scattered on the snow just as 
readily as elaborate and costly 
types. The choice of a feeder will

those species which never 
migrate - the downy and hairy 
woodpeckers, cardinal, black- 
capped chickadees, white- 
breasted nuthatches and blue 
iays, the latter, however, are 
often regarded as migratory 
birds, although there is a large 
surplus available every winter at 
local feeders. 


Perhaps the most interesting 
category of birds is the one 
which includes species which 
normally migrate, but for some 
reason stay behind to challenge 
the rigours of winter. 


Often individuals of these 
species will find their way to a 
feeder. There are many records 
in the Quinte area of robins, 
towhees, -catbirds, brown 
thrashers, blackbirds, wrens, and 
incredibly, species of warblers 
turning up at feeders. 


So, if you are thinking about 
putting up a bird feeder this 
winter, now is the time to do it 
while the birds are searching for 
feeding areas to sustain them 
through the three lean months.

Gone are the days when we 
could put a portion of our 
earnings into a savings account 
and know it would be worth as 
much ormore when we needed 
it for that rainy day. 


Gone also are the days when 
we could look forward to a good 
pension that would ensure us 
comfort in our retirement. 


If we hold on to these bygone 
ideas, we will probably find 
ourselves with financial worries 
in the future. 


For example, had you saved to 
buy a $5,000 car five years ago 
and diligently put away $1,000 
every year, yu would likely find 
that $8,000 or $9,000 is the 
current price for the car you 
wanted. 


If you had retired comfortably 
with a $10,000 a year pension in 
1970, you would find now that it 
has dwindled in purchasing 
power to about one half. This 
could mean you are only half as 
comfortable as you were a 
decade ago. How comfortable 
will you be in 1990. 


What went wrong? 


There is little disagreement 
about what went wrong. 
Inflation! 


Canada has apparently settled 
into a ‘Double Digit’ inflation 
rate. Some, if not most, experts 
predict between 11% and 12% 
for at least the next year or so. 


Because of this inflation, our 
earnings and savings will likely 
erode in buying power even 
more in the 1980's than they did 
in the 1970's. 


To combat inflation, time and 
effort are required. If we don’t 
want to continue to fall behind, 
we must take the time and make 
the effort to defend our money’s 
purchasing power. 

Once we know the effects of 
inflation, we have to formulate a 
plan and take action. Although 
life becomes more complex 
because of our battle with 
inflation, evena little knowledge 
and one or two fairly simple 
decisions could provide a major 
improvement to our financial 
future. 

In the articles to follow, | will 
be discussing various aspects of 
saving and investing which | 
hope will enable individuals to 
take steps to lessen the impact of 
inflation on their finances.

Why did ferry 
cables break? 


Why did the cables on the 
Glenora Ferry ramp break and 
let Susan MacKinnon’s car dive 
into the cold waters of the Bay of 
Quinte last Wednesday? 


Ms. MacKinnon had driven on 
to the ferry and had stopped the 
motor when her car was rear- 
ended by a vehicle driven by 
Kenneth Johnson of Picton. Her 
car was pushed up on to the 
ramp ... the cables on the ramp 
broke ... and the car went into 
the water. 


Fortunately, Ms. MacKinnon 
had the presence of mind to 
escape through the front 
window and was rescued. The 
car was later retreived. 


The Ontario Provincial Police 
in Picton said no charges had 
been laid. 


The ferry crossing between 
Prince Edward County and 
Adolphustown is part of the 
Ontario highway system and the 
two ferries belong to the 
Ontario Ministry of Trans- 
portation and Communications 
(MTC). 


It’s the MTC which operates 
those safety check lanes, aimed 
at stopping motorists from 
driving unsafe cars on the 
highways. So how come one of 
their own vehicles literally ‘let a 
motorist down’? 


The Scanner checked with the 
MITC office in Kingston. The 
ferries are safety checked 
periodically by the MTC, we 
were told. And, in addition, 
once a year they get another 
checking by the Ship Safety 
people with the Federal 
Government. 


Could the same kind of 
accident happen again???...Who- 
knows??? 


Anyway, here’s a good safety 
tip to remember. Even though 
the ferries are part of the 
Ontario highway system and 
we’re required to wear seat belts 
on the highway, it’s smart to 
undo yours when you’re on a 
ferry ... just in case you do have 
to go out a window.

To accomodate the change, 
Master Feeds purchased a 
mobile custom grinding unit in 
1970 which is on the road every 
morning by sun-up.

The University of Guelph, 
through the Centre for 
International Programs, has 
joined in co-operating in aworld 
wide radio network aimed at 
helping Third World farmers. 
Known as the Developing 
Countries Farm Radio Network 
(DCFRN), the scheme already 
claims 91 million listeners in 70 
countries and with the new 
resource expects to expand 
further. 


Up to the present, the material 
that is prepared by veteran 
Canadian farm broadcaster 
George Atkins has been sent out 
inEnglish only. Now the 


university provides ottice space 
for a translator so that the 
broadcast material may also be 
sent in French and Spanish. 


The objective is to encourage 
and aid people in the third world 
to help themselves towards 
greater self-sufficiency in food 
suppler. 

All information being 
distributed has been gathered in 
the Third World where it has 
been developed and/or tested 
and found successful.

Stargazing 


» Eleven stars of first Magnitude or 


brighter can be seen at Maptime in 
December (10 p.m. at the beginning 
of the month; 8 p.m. at the end)-a 
total that is equalled only in April 
when, as now, some of the brightest 
stars of both winter and summer are 
near the eastern and western 
horizons. 


The winter sky has the greatest array 
of brilliant stars of any Season - most 
of them in or near the constellation 
Orion. In December, as these so- 
called “Winter - Six” constellations 
are rising in the east, the three bright 
stars marking the Summer Triangle 
are Setting in the west. (In April when 
the stars of the Winter-Six are nearing 
the western horizon Arcturus and 
Spica are rising in the east and 
Regulus is high overhead). In order of 
brightness these eleven stars are 


Sirius, Vega, Capella, Rigel, Procyon, 


Betelgeuse, Altair, Aldebaran, Pollux, 
Fomathaut and Deneb. 


On the magnitude scale the range in 
brightness is from —1.47 (Sirius) to 
+1.26 (Deneb). Remember, the 
lower the numerical value of the mag- 
nitude the brighter the star, and each 
magnitude is about 2.5 times brighter 
than the preceding one. A star of 
magnitude Ois 2.5 times brighter than 
a star of magnitude 1, and a star of 
magnitude —1 is 2.5 times brighter 
than a star of magnitude 0. 


The brightest objects in the sky this 
month are planets - but they rise 
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DECEMBER 


Much too late to be shown on the 
map. The magnitude of a planet var- 
'€s quite a bit as its distance from the 
earth changes. Venus now has a 
Magnitude of —3.5. Itis much 
brighter than Sirius! Jupiter's magni- 
tude is now —1.5 and Satum’s +1.1. 
PLANETS 

Accrescent moon shares the predawn 
sky with Mercury, Venus, Saturn and 
Jupiter early in the month. Look to- 
ward the southeast for this pretty 
sight. While Venus is quite low in 
the sky at dawn late in December, 
Jupiter and Saturn rise earlier each 
morning and by month's end are well 
up in the south at sunrise. Mars, the 
only planet in the evening sky, is very 
low in the southwest at sunset and 
difficult to observe. 


WINTER SOLSTICE 

In the northern hemisphere the sun 
rises and sets at its farthest points 
south of east and west, and at noon 
reaches its least altitude. This gives 
the shortest day and the longest night 
of the year. Officially, the solstice 
marks the beginning of winter.

GEMINID METEORS 

One of the best meteor showers of the 
year yielding a maximum of 50 meteors an 
hour under ideal conditions. Geminids are 
bright and move at medium speeds, most 
are white but some display colours. The 
radiant, in the constellation Gemini, is in 
the sky all night. The shower lasts about 3 
days so look from 12th - 14th: A Quarter 
moon will interfere somewhat this year.

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Good news 
for rural 


hydro users 


It seems the Scanner was a 
little premature in telling 
readers not to hold their breath 
until something was done about 
rural hydro rates. The Ontario 
Government has done some- 
thing ... and a lot sooner than 
really expected. 


‘The cost of electricity paid by 
year round rural and farm 
residential customers will be 
substantially reduced effective 
January 1, 1981, as a result of a 
$20-million special grant 
program announced last night 
by the Ontario Treasurer,” 
Energy Minister Robert Welch 
reports. 


The funds will enable Ontario 
Hydro to provide direct 
discounts to rural customers. 


The $20-million will reduce 
the differential by about 30 per 
cent between the retail rate for 
electricity paid by rural residents 
relative to that paid by the 
average municipal retail 
customer. 


Mr. Welch noted that this 
reduction honoured the 
commitment made by Premier 
William Davis to the Legisiture 
last April, and said the program 
offered ‘important recognition 
of the increasing electrical costs 
which the farming community 
and rural Ontario face. 


‘The Government is commit- 
ted to reducing the price of 
electricity for the farming 
community and rural areas to a 
range which is closer to the price 
paid by urban customers, and 
has instructed Ontario Hydro to 
reduce further the undue 
differential between rural and 
urban electrical rates by 1982,” 
Mr. Welch said. 


He also said that as a result of 
this first step there will be an 
annual reduction of about $35 
for each year round rural 
household in the Province, using 
more than 250 kwh per month. 

The special grant will apply to 
all rural residential customers, 
including farm-class customers 
having a residence on the 
Ontario Hydro retail system, but 
does not cover intermittent 
occupancy customers, such as 
cottagers or chalet owners, and 
commercial and industrial 
customers.
